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History of the Project 

The history and apportionment of work of this paper is as follows: During 
the summer of 1953 Munroe spent some days in the Rijksmuseum van Natuur¬ 
lijke Historie, Leiden, Netherlands, examining the type material of Snellen’s 
Pyralid species preserved there. Most of the types were checked against original 
descriptions; holotypes were labelled; lectotypes were chosen from series of 
syntypes where suitable material was present, and were labelled. It was found 
impossible in the time available to study every series or to check the work with 
the necessary care; at a later date, therefore, Munroe prepared a catalogue of 
Snellen names, and memoranda of series examined and labels affixed at Leiden. 
This was forwarded to Diakonoff, who checked both catalogue and Leiden 
collections, independently re-examining every item, and making a number of 
changes and additions that were necessary in the original work. Meanwhile, in 
the course of work at the Zoological Museum, Tring, Munroe had discovered 
and identified a number of types and syntypes of species described by Snellen 
from the Elwes collection. These were segregated and transferred to the British 
Museum. At the same time as the draft catalogue of Snellen Pyralidae was sent 
to Diakonoff, a list of species and type material described in Snellen’s 1890 
paper on the Elwes collection was sent to Martin. Martin labelled the types 
previously found, made two searches of the Rothschild Bequest material in the 
British Museum and at Tring, and located a number of additional types. These 
results were communicated to Diakonoff, who correlated them with additional 
type material originally retained by Snellen from the Elwes collection. All 
findings and modifications were transmitted to Munroe, who drafted the

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definitive manuscript, which was then submitted for checking and criticism to 
Diakonoff and Martin. 

Sources and Disposition of Snellen’s Types 

The material described by Snellen came from several sources, and its 
disposition varied accordingly. The most important material was from Snellen’s 
own personal collection subsequently presented to the Rijksmuseum van Natuur- 
lijke Historie in Leiden and still preserved there. The material from this source is 
in excellent condition. The important collection made by von Nolcken in New 
Granada went by way of Staudinger to Snellen and is also in Leiden. The 
material described by Snellen in 1890 from the Elwes collection was mainly 
returned to Elwes, but where there were duplicates, syntypes were retained by 
Snellen, and went with his collection to Leiden; a few uniques were retained by 
Snellen. The Pyralidae of the Elwes collection were sold to J. J. Joicey and 
subsequently went to the Tring Museum. Snellen was not in the habit of af¬ 
fixing type labels, and unfortunately his types in the Elwes collection were not 
recognized, and were mixed in with a large quantity of miscellaneous pyralid 
material; the majority have been recovered, but, in spite of careful search, a number 
are lost or unrecognized. Several species were described from the collection of 
van de Poll. According to Horn & Kahle this collection was broken up and 
sold in small lots. One or two of these types are in the Rijksmuseum in Leiden, 
the remainder have not been traced. A considerable amount of material came from 
the collections of M. Hering in Stettin and of Dohrn, also in Stettin. Both 
these collections passed to the Pommersches Museum in Stettin. Direct information 
is not available, but unofficial reports indicate that the material of the Pommer¬ 
sches Museum was removed to Warsaw after 1945 and that for not fully explained 
reasons it has remained unavailable since that time. These types are possibly still in 
existence, but we have not examined or marked them. A very few species were 
described from the Pagenstecher collection. Their types are in Wiesbaden. A 
few types in the Walsingham collection are presumed to be in the Transvaal 
Museum, Pretoria. 

As already noted, Snellen did not affix type labels as such. Material, not 
necessarily typical, often bears his determination label; specimens from which 
figures were made are usually labelled with ”orig. d. afb.” (= ’’origineel der af- 
beelding”, original of the illustration) or equivalent. The material he studied 
is, however, usually carefully detailed in the original description; occasionally the 
specimen labelled ”orig. d. afb.” is not listed in the original description; in such 
cases this specimen has nonetheless been considered part of the type series, 
provided the illustration was published at the same time as the original description. 
The information given by Snellen has proved sufficient for recognition of the 
holotype or the syntypes in all cases where they were available for study. We 
have therefore labelled all holotypes that we found, and selected und labelled 
lectotypes where syntypes were found. In general, lectotypes of species described 
from the Elwes collection were specimens in the Rothschild Bequest material, 
now in the British Museum (Natural History); in a few instances, however, the 
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only satisfactory syntypes were in Leiden, and lectotypes were selected from among 
these. In all other lectotype selections preference was given to the syntypes in 
Leiden, where the greatest part of the Snellen material is concentrated. 

Catalogue of Species and Types 

In the list that follows the species are arranged alphabetically by specific name. 
The following abbreviations are used for publications: T.v.E. zz Tijdschrift voor 
Entomologie\ Midd.-Sum. = Midden Sumatra Expeditie, Natuurlijke Historie, 
Achtste Afdeling Lepidoptera; T.(R.)E.S.L. zz Transactions of the (Royal) Ento¬ 
mological Society of London ; Meded. Proefst. Kagok zz Mededeelingen van bet 
Proefstation voor Suikerriet in West fava, Kagok, Tegal. If type material was 
examined, particulars of the holotype or lectotype are given; unless otherwise 
mentioned the lectotype selections are new. If no type material was seen, particulars 
of all type specimens are given, with notes on their probable or possible fate or 
location.
